***ge Two 
Farm Bureau 
Takes Stand 
on Taxes 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) - 


The Arkansas Farm 
Bureau 


Federation adopted a resolution 
here Tuesday that said any new 
taxes that may be proposed 
during the next session of the 
legislature should be general 
taxes assessed to the general 
population. 


The resolution said that any 


new 
taxation should 
be de- 


signed to apply to sources that 
now escape taxation or have 
never 
been 
taxed, such as 


exemptions to the sales tax en- 
joyed by utilities and certain 
services. 


The bureau also recommend- 


ed sales tax exemption for in- 
secticides, herbicides, farm ma- 
chinery and 
"other cost of 


production items used in farm 
production." 


Also opposed was any guar- 


anteed annual income welfare 
legislation. 


Another resolution requested 


that federal and state income 
tax returns be simplified, possi- 
bly having state income taxes 
computed as a simple percent- 
age of federal income taxes. 


In another resolution, the bu- 


reau recommended support of a 
highway construction bond is- 
sue, "if it is supported by the 
administration and if it pro- 
vides an equitable share of 
monies to the rural road pro- 
gram as determined by the 
Farm Bureau at the time the 
bond issue is proposed." 


Gov.-«lect Dale Bumpers has 


said he has not ruled out the 
possibility of proposing a $200 
million bond issue for highway 
construction. 


The federation also expressed 


concern with the "monopolistic 
power of labor unions and the 
resulting wage and price infla- 
tion." 


The resolution urged support 


of legislation to preserve right- 
to-work laws, provide antitrust 
laws applicable to unions, pre- 
vent extension of the National 
Labor Relations Act to farm 
workers, prevent the use of sec- 
ondary boycotts to disrupt mar- 
keting of farm products, and 
prevent any additional mini- 
mum wage coverage on farm 
labor. 


The federation said it was 


concerned about "continuing an- 
nual deficits in the 
federal 


budget." 


"Failure of government to dis- 


cipline its spending inevitably 
results in inflation, balance of 
payments difficulties and de- 
mands for all kinds of regula- 
tions designed to counteract the 
forces unleashed by such pro- 
cedures," the resolution said. 
"Fiscal responsibility is neces- 
sary." 


The resolution also opposed a 


federal 
"value added" tax. 


The resolution said specific lev- 
ies, such as the retail sales tax, 
should be reserved to state and 
local governments. 


In another resolution, the fed- 


eration supported constitutional 
amendment guaranteeing states 
the right to apportion one house 
of bicameral legislatures on the 
basis of factors other than popu- 
lation, such as geography or po- 
litical subdivision boundaries. 


Other resolutions adopted by 


the federation included 
ones 


that: 


—Opposed reversal of the na- 


tion's long-time policy of free- 
trade. 


—Recommended the rice acre- 


age allotment be restored to the 
1969 level. 


—Recommended a national 


cotton allotment, in acres, to be 
determined by the Agriculture 
secretary. 


—Recommended no acreage 


allotments on soybeans. 


— Recommended 
quarterly 


quotas on red meat imports and 
that no more than 25 per cent 
of the quotas be allowed to en- 
ter United States markets in 
any quarter of the calendar 
year. 


—Urged the 7 per cent invest- 


ment credit on farm marchinery 
be restored and urged continua- 
tion of 20 per cent first-year 
depreciation. 


—Recommended that the fed- 


eral use tax on trucks be levied 
quarterly as trucks are used. 


—Opposed any change in the 


Electoral College except that 
two of the presidential electors 
from each state be elected on 
a statewide basis and the re- 
mainder elected from congres- 
sional districts. 


—Opposed popular vote as the 


sole determinant in presidential 
elections. 


—Asked that the legislature 


increase county turnback funds 
so progressive, long-range ru<;ji 
road programs can be m-iir-

WASHINGTON (AP) - Nguy- 


en Cao Ky says he proposed 
Vietnamization of the war five 
years ago because he feared 
"an oversized American troop 
commitment could harm the 
sense of nationhood of the Viet- 
namese and provoke strong ad- 
verse reactions in the American 
society." 


The South Vietnamese vice 


president 
said 
he suggested 


near the end of 1965 "that we 
should 
immediately 
provide 


ways and means for the rapid 
expansion of the Vietnamese 
armed forces and assign to 
them the main combat tasks ... 


"My views did not prevail 


then but I think they were taken 
into account later, in 1969, when 
it was decided that the Viet- 
namese armed forces would go 
through a crash-expansion pro- 
gram to allow the redeployment 
of U.S. troops from Vietnam," 
Ky told the National Press Club 
Tuesday. 


The 
Nixon 
administration, 


which began U.S. troop cut- 
backs in 1969, has claimed cred- 
it for Vietnamizing the war- 
gradually reducing the Ameri- 
can role while raising the ability 
of South Vietnamese to defend 
themselves. 


Ky spoke at the press club aft- 


er meeting with President Nix- 
on and Dr. Henry Kissinger, 
Nixon's top adviser on foreign 
affairs. 


Ky said that by the end of 1971 


the Vietnamese army, totaling 
1.1 million, would be fourth 
largest in the world, the air 
force seventh largest and the 
navy 10th largest. 


He predicted all U. S. ground 


combat forces would be out of 
the country by that time and the 
Vietnamese armed forces would 
be far too strong to be defeated 
by North Vietnam. 


Ky, mentioned as a possible 


candidate for president next 
year, appeared anxious to cor- 
rect his image in the United 
States. 


He admitted U.S. public opin- 


ion holds him to be "colorful 
and often times anachronistic," 
but gave this assessment of 
himself:

"Although I do fly I have not 


very often thought of myself as 
a bird. If the term 'hawk' refers 
to people who prefer war to 
peace, I do not feel that I fit 
that definition." 


But he added that so long as 


the Communists keep sending 
troops into South Vietnam to 
wage war, "I do not see how we 
could exercise our rights of 
self-defense as doves."

YOSEMITE, Calif. (AP) — 


here's a cool new development 
on the educational scene: in- 
struction in igloo building. 


It's aimed at persons, such as 


skiiers, who might be trapped in 
the wilderness by sudden snow- 
storms and need a haven to 
keep from freezing. 


The course in snow country 


survival techniques also in- 
cludes instruction in contriving 
simpler shelters, such as snow 
mound houses, caves and tun- 
nels. 


"A snow house can be warm 


and cozy and there is no need 
for people to become ill from 
exposure if they are properly 
prepared for storm situations," 
says Wayne Merry, in charge of 
the program at Yosemite Na- 
tional Park. 


"Such shelter can save lives 


in the event of a blizzard." 


The course is offered by Yo- 


semite's Mountaineering School 
and Guide Service. For $20 tui- 
tion, the adventurous get to go 
overnight snow camping 
on 


weekends—without tents. 


Participants are taught how 


to carve igloo blocks from snow 
with a sharp stick, knife or saw. 
The blocks, at least four inches 
thick, are stacked firmly into a 
dome. 


Then they make a mound 


house, a dome of snow tunneled 
into then hollowed out. Some 
settle for simply a tunnel or 
cave dug into a drift.

Jap Hoveli$t 
Ends Life 
in Protest

TOKYO (AP) - Yukio Mishi- 


ma, the flamboyant Japanese 
novelist who ran an 80-man pri- 
vate army, committed suicide 
in the ancient samurai tradition 
today to protest his country's 
no-war constitution. 


After making an impassioned 


militaristic speech to 2,000 sol- 
diers in a Japanese army camp, 
he plunged a samurai sword 
into his abdomen, then one of 
his young followers cut off his 
head. 


Mishima climbed onto a roof 


at the Ichigaya military camp 
in downtown Tokyo and scat- 
tered handbills charging corrup- 
tion and ineffectiveness in his 
nation's military forces. 


"Long live the emperor!" he 


cried to officers and men in a 
courtyard below. Then he de- 
clared: "We will take our life to 
protest 
Japan's 
constitution, 


which prohibits Japan's rear- 
mament." 


After delivering his speech, 


the 45-year-old author barricad- 
ed himself and four followers in 
the office of Kentoshi Masuda, 
commanding 
general 
of 
the 


eastern 
division 
of Japan's 


army. As the stunned general 
looked on, Mishima seated him- 
self and began the ancient Japa- 
nese harakiri rite. 


He drew a 
long samurai 


sword, bared his abdomen and 
drew the sword across it, draw- 
ing blood. Then, as the blood 
flowed, he bowed his head and 
let Masukazu Morita, his 25- 
year-old protege, plunge a short- 
er sword into his neck. Another 
aide cut off the writer's head 
with a third sword. 


Morita then plunged a sword 


into his own abdomen and let 
one of his comrades decapitate 
him. 


Mishima died in the uniform 


of his private right-wing army, 
the Tate no Kai, or Shield. He 
formed the organization two 
years ago, and Morita had been 
with him from the start. 


The author and his four com- 


panions 
appeared 
to 
have 


planned their act long in ad- 
vance. They posed in uniform a 
month ago for a formal photo- 
graph, a Japanese military cus- 
tom often carried out before an 
undertaking that could end in

Radio

NEW YORK (AP) - 
"The 


Tragedy of the Red Salmon" on 
ABC Tuesday night was the 
most poignant hour in "The Un- 
dersea World of Jacques Cous- 
teau" series, starting its fourth 
season. 


The story of the fish, return- 


ing to its Kodiak Island birth- 
place to spawn after four years 
in the ocean, was an account of 
a violent adventure with its con- 
clusion inevitable. 


Cousteau's photographers fol- 


lowed the fish to show how man 
in an attempt to stock Alaskan 
water with red sockeye salmon 
seeded Frazier Lake with salm- 
on roe. Overlooked was the fact 
that some falls of the Salmon 
River were impossible for the 
returning fish to negotiate in 
their suicidal drive. 


With some human help and a 


"fish ladder," many fish over- 
came the falls only to run into 
new hazards including such 
predators as the bald eagle, fox 
and Kodiak bear. The fish never 
eat upon returning to fresh wa- 
ter and by the time the survi- 
vors—perhaps 10 out of every 
500 born in the lake—reached 
their spawning grounds, they 
were exhausted. 


There was film of the fish's 


struggle, and a fascinating se- 
quence showing courtship and 
mating rituals. After the eggs 
were laid and fertilized, the fish 
immediately began to deterio- 
rate—and were dead within four 
to 10 days. 


Cousteau, in describing the 


fish cycle, emphasized that the 
hardships undergone by the 
salmon was an example of "na- 
ture's 
wisdom—the strongest 


survived, improving the spe- 
cies." He seemed less sympa- 
thetic with fishing by humans 
than with that of predatory ani- 
mals. 


It was a superb hour, involv- 


ing the viewer with the life cy- 
cle of a fish. 


NBC's contribution to the 


evening was a "World Pre- 
miere" 
feature, 
"Hauser's 


Memory." This was a drawn-out 
science fiction effort in which a 
young scientist injected himself 
with serum from a murdered 
man's brain. The result was a

HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) - 


A young pollution scientist who 
majored in chemical engineer- 
ing is set up in a traveling lab 
with $20,000 worth of equipment 
to test Hot Spring's water and 
waste before and after it enters 
the city's three sewage plants. 


Tom Hernandez is conducting 


part of what is an over-all study 
of the existing sewer system' by 
Albert Switzer and Associates 
Engineers to determine what 
must be done to comply with 
the wishes of the Arkansas Pol- 
lution Control Commission. 


The commission 
charged 


March 27 that Hot Springs was 
pollution the waters of Hot 
Springs Creek, Gulpha Creek, 
Stokes Creek, Lake Hamilton 
and Lake Catherine, and or- 
dered that remedial work be 
done to the city's sewage sys- 
tem. 


Hernandez is working eight to 


10 hours a day, seven days a 
week, gathering sewer samples 
at the city's three plants^ and 
running tests on the samples. 
Some tests require five days 
from start to finish. 


The eight tests he runs daily 


are chemical oxygen (COD), bi- 
ochemical oxygen demands 
(BOD), suspended solids, viola- 
tile suspended solids, tem- 
perature, dissolved oxygen age 
of hydrogen (PH) and acidity- 
alkalinity. These tests are run at 
influent and effluent. 


Electronic methods are used 


to run the tests because they 
are more accurate that a site 
test, where a solution is added 
to a smple to be compared with 
a standard.

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Chemical May 
Aid Fight on 
Leukemia 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A Na- 


tional Cancer Institute team has 
discovered a chemical that may 
lead to an early diagnosis of 
leukemia and could eventually 
help provide a leukemia treat- 
ment, The Washington Post re- 
ported today. 


An enzyme in the lympho- 


cytes, or clear blood cells, was 
found by Drs. Robert C. Gallo, 
Sue Yang and Robert C. Ting in 
research they reported earlier 
this month to scientists at a 
conference at the Pasteur Insti- 
tute in Paris. 


Gallo is on the staff of the 


cancer institute and the others 
are 
with Bonetics Reses'-ch 


Laboratories in Kensington, Md. 


The chemical they found ap- 


parently brings to life dormant 
leukemia viruses, which then 
act to turn cells cancerous. 


Further research is planned 


to test the team's work, the Post 
said. 


The enzyme was found only in 


patients suffering from lympho- 
cytic leukemia, or blood cancer. 
None was turned up in normal 
persons. 


But the discovery is expected 


to touch off more research to 
find similar enzymes that cause 
other 
forms 
or 
cancerous 


growth in humans.

turns to TV on CBS-TV next 
season, he won't return to 
Los Angeles. Los Angeles 
will move to him. His series, 
as yet unnamed (manager 
Byron Paul wants it to be 
called just Dick Van Dyke, 
which makes sense), will be 
filmed in C a r e f r e e , Ariz 
(8 miles as the buzzard flies 
from his home), using the 
three-camera technique, be- 
fore a live audience.

Dick laughs. 


Meanwhile, he has a spe- 


cial set for NBC-TV on Dec.

He'll 
also be seen in another spe- 
cial, The First Nine Months 
Are the Hardest (that's set 
for February). Then in De- 
c e m b e r he once a g a i n 
leaves the desert and shaves 
to come to Los Angeles and 
do another special, Robert 
Young and the Family. "I 
get to work with Lee Grant 
and that's why I'm doing 
it," he says. 


Lee is one of the actresses 


who was considered to play 
Dick's wife in his new series. 
But because it will require 
that the a c t r e s s live in 
Arizona at least part of the 
time, Lee couldn't do it. It 
would have meant taking 
her daughter out of school. 


"It's amazing how many 


other actresses just don't

"Most of our pro- 
duction crew will be com- 
muting from Los Angeles.

NEW YORK (AP) - Jim 


Plunkett came to town for a 
television appearance and left 
with the Heisman Trophy. 


Next in line for the Stanford 


quarterback, college football's 
all-time total offense and pass- 
ing leader, is a New Year's Day 
date with Ohio State in the Rose 
Bowl and, following that, a busi- 
ness session with whichever pro 
team drafts him. 


"I don't have an agent," Plun- 


kett. said, "but I guess I'll have 
to get one. I haven't put any 
kind of price tag on myself, but 
I hope the Heisman Trophy 
helps". 


The 6-foot-3, 204-pounder from 


San Jose, Calif., said he'd pre- 
fer to play with the home town 
San Francisco 49ers "but it 
doesn't look too hopeful" since 
the 49ers don't figure to get a 
top draft pick. 


Actually, Plunkett was in New 


York for an ABC-TV filming of 
an All-America team to be 
shown Saturday night. When he 
heard that he had won the Heis- 
man, he headed from the ABC 
studios in midtown to the Down- 
town Athletic Club on the lower 
tip of Manhattan. 


The Downtown A.C. awards 


the Heisman Trophy annually to 
"the outstanding college football 
player" in the country. Plunkett 
won with 510 first-place votes 
and 2,229 points to 242 and 1,410 
for Notre Dame's quarterback, 
Joe Theismann. 


"I was really caught by sur- 


prise," Plunkett said, showing 
the bewilderment of suddenly 
having to face an unexpected 
battery of newsmen, micro- 
phones and lights. "I didn't 
think the winner would be an- 
nounced until Dec. 3." That's 
the date of the annual Heisman 
awards dinner at which Plun- 
kett will formally receive the 
trophy. 


Plunkett led Stanford to an 8-3 


regular season record and the 
championship of the Pacific-8 
Conference.

More Harm than Good 
In Chemical Laxatives

Most people eat less in 


adult life, particularly with 
advancing 
years 
and de- 


creased 
physical 
activity. 


The decrease in bulk and the 
inactivity leads to less-fre- 
quent bowel movements in 
some cases. 


The sense of satisfaction 


stemming from a loved par- 
ent's reward of praise for the 
child's good performance is 
lost, resulting in a sense of 
dissatisfaction. 
It is then 


that preoccupation with the 
bowels, the laxatives and the 
onemas often begins. 


The chemical laxatives of- 


ten cause more harm than 
good. They irritate the small 
intentine 
and cause undi- 


gested food to be dumped 
into the colon. Here the food 
decomposes, liberating ex- 
cessive amounts of gas and 
foul odors. This contributes 
to distention and general ill 
feeling. The colon responds 
by slowing down the move- 
ment of the undigested food, 
by contracting and compres- 
sing the material. 


Soon the colon has areas 


of "spasm" and above the 
"spasm" 
areas 
distended 


with the excess gas. Pain re- 
sults from the overdistended 
colon and the spasm. Water 
is extracted from the de- 
layed stool, causing small, 
dry, hard stool products. The 
increased contraction and ac- 
tivity of the colon causes 
more mucus to be formed 
-from the glands in the wall 
of the large intestine. The 
results are stools of small 
hard material, interspersed 
with mucus, fluid and a great 
deal of gas. 


Many individuals continue 


to take laxatives because of 
the small hard stools. If they 
stop the laxative, the hard- 
pressed small intestine slows 
down. There is little or no 
undigested f o o d propelled 


into the colon. Of course, this 
delays the stool and the de- 
sired daily bowel movement 
does not occur. This serves 
to confirm the patient's opin- 
ion that a laxative is neces- 
sary for a "normal daily 
bowel movement." The vic- 
tim is now fully hooked on 
the laxative habit. The small 
intestine and the colon are 
continually 
irritated. 
The 


stools remain abnormal, the 
gas and pain persist. 


Some laxatives simply add 


bulk to the stool. These con- 
tain agar, a gelatinous ma- 
terial that expands by ab- 
sorbing water. This is less 
harmful but unnecessary if 
one is eating a proper diet. 


Enemas are not quite as 


bad as chemical laxatives. 
They don't irritate the small 
intestine and therefore don't 
cause the problems resulting 
from propelling undigested 
food into the colon. For the 
most part they act by in- 
creasing the volume in the 
rectum 
and 
through 
this 


means stimulating a bowel 
movement. Premature emp- 
tying of the colon, however, 
causes one to miss the next 
day's bowel movement. The 
result is danger 
of being 


hooked on a daily enema rit- 
ual.

Guidance Aids 
Lacking in 
Many Airports

WASHINGTON (AP) — More 


than half the airports in the 
country serving scheduled air- 
liners lack modern guidance de- 
vices to help pilots make blind 
landings in bad weather, an As- 
sociated Press study shows. 


The government's failure to 


install the electronic equipment, 
a congressman charges, places 
air travel, "on a collision course 
with disaster." 


The AP study, made in the 


wake of the 75-death Marshall 
University football air tragedy, 
disclosed that more than 8 mil- 
lion passengers a year land at 
airports without bad-weather 
guidance beams. 


Even the 747 jumbo jets—the 


most 
sophisticated 
airliners 


ever built—are slated to begin 
landing in 13 days at the Phoe- 
nix, Ariz., airport, which has no 
glide slope landing device. 


Rep. 
Jack Brooks, D-Tex., 


whose House subcommittee has 
held hearings on airport safety, 
charged the Federal Aviation 
Administration has failed to set 
airport requirements for control 
tower radar and instrument 
landing system (ILS) equip- 
ment. 


The Huntington, W. Va., air- 


port where Marshall's chartered 
twin-engine DC9 jet hit a tree- 
studded ridge while coming in 
too low on a rainy night has nei- 
ther radar nor a glide slope de- 
vice. 


A glide slope system beams 


an electronic signal at the plane 
to line up the crosshairs on a 
cockpit instrument and turn on 
a red warning if the jet strays 
too low or too high. The DC9, 
like all modern planes, had the 
equipment—but 
Huntington's 


hilltop airport did not. 


Phoenix heads a list of 304 air- 


ports in the continental United 
States that also lack the glide 
slope landing device—including 
such major points as Las Vegas, 
Nev.; 
Fort Lauderdale, Fla.; 


Tucson, Ariz.; Bangor, Maine, 
and Helena, Mont. 


These 304 airports handle 


nearly 2,000 flights a day— 
roughly one out of every nine 
airline landings in the nation.

Diarrhea Is a Symptom 
Worth Doctor's Attention 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


Have you ever had diar- 


rhea? Who hasn't? Although 
constipation as a way of life 
is more common, almost no 
one has escaped at least one 
episode of diarrhea. Isolated 
episodes usually result from 
food poisoning, intolerance to 
specific foods (such as food 
fried in olive oil, spicy foods, 
or excess amounts of fruit) 
medicines and drugs (like 
antibiotics by mouth) virus 
and 
bacterial 
infections. 


Rarely do acute appendicitis 
or other local inflammations 


'of the intestine'cause diar- 


rhea. 
Most episodes end 


spontaneously and the major 
problem is replacing lost 
water, salt and minerals. 


Determining the cause of 


recurrent frequent or persist- 
ent diarrhea is difficult. Di- 
arrhea is more often caused 
by anxiety and constipation 
by feelings of hostility. The 
influence of the psychic on 
the gut is more complex 
than this since in some cases 
with constipation, particular- 
ly with the problem of spas- 
tic or irritable colon, hard 
dry stool is mixed with mu- 
cus and watery diarrhea. 


A few persons with recur- 


rent diarrhea can help solve 
their problem by studying 
the relation of the episode to 
particular f o o d s , alcohol, 
spices and cigarettes. Milk is 
often overlooked as a possi- 
ble cause. Some people can 
not digest lactic acid in milk 
and milk products. Diarrhea, 
distention and digestive dis- 
turbances 
often 
disappear 


when milk and its products 
are eliminated from the diet. 


Anyone with recurrent or 


persistent diarrhea should 
have a complete examina- 
tion. This includes X rays of 
the stomach, and large in- 
testine. Rarely do ulcers 
cause diarrhea. The rectum 
and lower colon should be 
examined by a scope permit- 
ting the doctor to look at the 
inner lining of the bowel. 


Several fresh stool speci- 


mens must be examined for 
any infection. The character 
of the stool is important to 
enable your doctor to deter- 
mine the cause of your diar- 
rhea. 


Repeated diarrhea can be 


caused by such things as dia- 
betes, an overactive thyroid 
and rarely by low function of 
the adrenal gland. When it is 
a change in bowel habit, it 
can mean a tumor or cancer 
of 
the c o l o n . Adequate 


screening tests, particularly 
for 
diabetes and 
thyroid 


function, are mandatory. 


Simple diarrhea is not so 


simple. It is a symptom and 
requires a careful, complete 
study by the doctor if the 


problem is to be resolved.

er, 44, has a development of 
one side of his breast. Could 
it be dissolved rather than 
removed surgically? 


Dear R e a d e r—Any mass 


or growth that develops any- 
where on the body should be 
examined by a doctor. There 
is simply no other way to 
tell if it is a cancer or not. 
Men can and do develop can- 
cer of the breast. I don't 
know what your brother has, 
but it should be seen by a 
competent doctor. If he 
doesn't have one, get a rec- 
ommendation for 
one 
or 


more from your county med- 
ical society. Often such a 
growth has to be removed 
by surgery and examined by 
a microscope to tell what it 
is. Nothing"but trouble is to 
be gained by waiting.

Southern school districts are us- 
ing emergency federal money 
meant to aid desegregation to 
buy everything from 
school 


buses to a kitchen sink. 


They also say money for ad- 


ministration-backed Emergency 
School Assistance Program — 
ESAP-grants has been used for 
funding resegregation practices 
and for projects that question 
the character, morals and hy- 
giene of black students. 


The groups claim that be- 


cause districts use their shares 
of a first-year, $75 million ap- 
propriation for general school 
needs instead of intended de- 
segregation projects, the dis- 
tricts often increase racial ten- 
sions in recently integrated 
schools. 


The charges came in a report 


issued Tuesday, a short while 
before the House Education and 
Labor Committee unanimously 
authorized $1.5 billion to contin- 
ue the program but direct more 
desegregation 
money nation- 


wide and not predominantly tc 
the South. 


The 
Nixon 
administration 


asked for the money last May to 
meet desegregation plans or- 
dered by courts and the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. Congress enacted the 
original $75 million appropria- 
tion as a stopgap measure. 


Rep. Roman C. Pucinski, ID- 


Ill., chairman of the education 
subcommittee, said the new au- 
thorization includes measures to 
remedy the complaints of the 
six civil rights groups. 


The federal Office of Educa- 


tion defended the use of the ini- 
tial $75 million, declaring that 
"the support and encourage- 
ment which the swift dispatch of 
these funds gave to desegregat- 
ing school districts greatly aid- 
ed in the transition" to integra- 
tion. 
. . . . . . 


The 
civil 
rights 
groups 


charged the administration, and 
particularly the Office of Edu- 
cation, with bad faith in han- 
dling the first appropriation, 
and called the program a dis- 
mal failure. 


The groups' report tells of 


Southern schools using the mon- 
ey for playground equipment, 
buses, microscopes, air condi- 
tioning units, television sets and 
in Samson County, N.C.—a 
kitchen sink. 


In some cases, the report 


said, districts 
that 
received 


funds "did not even attempt to 
link the money to desegrega- 
tion." 


Of 722 Emergency School As- 


sistance Program grants ap- 
proved by Oct. 31, the groups 
said they studied 295. 


The report said in 179 of the 


295 monitored, "we found clear 
evidence of practices which 
should render the districts ineli- 
gible." In 87 other districts, it 
said, there were "indications of 
illegal practices," and in only 29 
districts "did we find no such 
evidence."

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - State 


Insurance Commissioner Gene 
Sykes said Tuesday that the 
state Inspection and Rating Bu- 
reau had asked the state Insur-

Department 
for 
an 


increase in rates for fire and 
extended coverage. 


The bureau, which represents 


between 85 and 90 per cent of 
the state's 
insurance com- 


panies, asked for increases in 
fire and extended — wind and 
hail — coverage for dwelling, 
farm and commercial users. 


The over-all increases asked 


for farm property is 7.2 per 
cent for fire and a 12 per cent 
jump in extended coverage. 


The over-all fire rate change 


is 16.1 per cent for commercial 
policy holders. The main raise 
provided in the plan for dwell- 
ings is a 25 per cent increase 
for apartment-type dwellings, 
giving an over-all effect of a 10 
per cent jump for homeowner 
coverage.

living costs in October took the 
sharpest climb in six months, 
the wholesale price report for 
this month shows "a simply 
phenomenal figure in the other 
direction," 
a 
White 
House 


spokesman says. 


The spokesman for the Coun- 


cil of Economic Advisers de- 
clined to give details of the 
wholesale price index before its 
official release today, saying 
only that the preliminary report 
for November showed "just the 
opposite" trend of the living 
costs report disclosed Tuesday. 


The wholesale price report 


normally 
foreshadows future 


movements in the consumer 
price index, the government's 
way of figuring the cost of liv- 
ing. 


"It shows that maybe we are 


ill-advised to live and die with 
the monthly consumer price in- 
dex figures," he said. 


Nevertheless, the sharp rise 


in consumer prices in October 
surprised the Nixon administra- 
tion, which has been saying for 
months 
inflation is slowing 


down. 


The White House responded 


by saying it will get tougher and 
more specific in pinning the 
blame for large wage-price in- 
creases, including, sources said, 
the recent 
wage 
agreement 


which ended the General Motors 
strike. 


That will come next week, 


probably Monday, in an "infla- 
tion alert" prepared by the 


President's Productivity Com- 
mission. 


Sources 
said 
the 
inflation 


alert also may zero in on the 
three-year, 36 per cent increase 
in wages for the nation's rail- 
road workers recommended by 
a presidential board. 


Although four rail unions have 


turned down this proposal, the 
nation's railroads said Tuesday 
night they accepted the board's 
recommendations "in their en- 
tirety."

The National Railway Labor

proval to recommendations of a 
five-man emergency board ap- 
pointed by President Nixon. 


The proposal calls for a $1.33 


hourly wage increase over three 
years, added to the average 
$3.86 hourly wage now earned 
by some 500,000 railway work- 
ers represented by four unions 
in the continuing negotiations. 


That's a 36 per cent increase 


which Labor Department and 
union officials agree is the big- 
gest ever. 


But C.L. Dennis, president of 


the Brotherhood of Railway 
Clerks, said Tuesday night he 
still is pushing for 47 cents an 
hour more. 


"It brings them a step clos- 


er," Dennis said of the rail- 
roads' announcement, "but for 
us there is no difference except 
we're still talking." 


He said he would call a walk- 


out Dec. 11 if no agreement is 
reached by then. Dennis had re- 
jected the recommendations the 
day after they were released 
Nov. 9.

tee Tuesday that neither the 
rescue mission nor last week- 
end's bombing raids into North 
Vietnam represent any change 
in U.S. policy.

tration will retaliate immediate- 
ly if the North Vietnamese shoot 
down other unarmed U.S. recon- 
naissance planes, use the demil- 
itarized zone for infiltration, or 
shell South Vietnamese cities in 
violation of what he said was an 
understanding 
that 
accompa- 


nied the U.S. decision two years 
ago to halt bombing of North 
Vietnam. The North Vietnamese 
deny this was the understand- 
ing. 


"I would recommend calling 


off the cessation of bombing 
should there be major violations 
of these understandings," he 
added.

called Chlorpromazine when 
tiny pellets from the time cap- 
sule, or sustained action drug, 
were caught in the crevices of 
her stomach lining and could 
not be flushed out. 


Merlis testified Monday as the 


subcommittee, chaired by Sen. 
Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis., opened 
four clays of hearings into gov- 
ernment purchasing of drugs. 


Sustained action drugs gener- 


ally take the form of capsules 
containing tiny pellets with a 
protective coating of varying 
thicknesses that wears off grad- 
ually, releasing steady and con- 
tinued small dosages. 


The subject of this type of 


drug came up during question- 
ing of Merlis; Dr. Leo E. Hollis- 
ter, a medical investigator with 
the Veterans Administration; 
and Dr. Jonathan Cole, superin- 
tendent of the Boston State Hos- 
pital.
